He said em- 
phatically that, when he ‘advised the 
buying by the city of the Eads Bridge 
and tunnel, he did not mean that the 
$3,500,000 voted for the free Lridge should 
be spent for this purpose. . 

“The people want a free wagon, street 
car and steam railway combination 
bridge, and so let them buiid it. I am 
not recommending the purchase of the 
Kads Bridg with the money voted for 
this bridge. T am simply stating that 
1 think the Eads Bridge and its tunne!i 
would be a very valuabl> acquisition, 

“If we build a subway the Eads 
Bridge and tunnel would be invaluable— 
especially the tunnel. We could not run 
the subway through the congested dis- 
tricts downtown without running into 
the tunnel. Moreover, we could use the 
tracks of the Fuds Bridge for the con- 


necting link between the subway and 
@ great interurban system. 
“The bridge and tunnel should’ be 


bought with the proceeds of the bonds 
issued to cover the expense of con-

Col, Eddy of the Salvation Army in 
St. Loufs, who is making arrangements 
for the local bureau, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Monday: 

“The work of the London Bureau has 
demonstrated the need of such an in- 
stitution—the need and its avility to 
meet that need, not only in Loudon, 
but in every big city of the world. 

“It is necessary in St. Louis and our 
hope is to lay the foundations in such 
manner as to fulfill the whole purpose 
of the movement here. Broadminded 
men and women, sympathetic and 
tender, but of keen judgment and 
knowledge of human nature, will be 
placed in charge. ‘Tne appeal to them

BOUGHT LIQUOR BY CARD 





Attorney’s. Defense Charges 
Same Custom to Prominent 
— Social Organization, 


Policeman Murphy of the Market 
Street Station spent $20 buying drinks 
at the Theatrical Club, over the Gay- 
ety Theater, at 1407 Locust street, to 
obtain evidence on which three men 
were fined $50 and costs each in the 
City Hall Police Court Monday for 
selling liquor without a license. 

The club was twice raided Dec. 2), 
after Policeman Murphy had completed 
his investigations. The first raid result- 


ed in the arrest of William Caldwell 
of 1327 Washington avenue, manager; 
George J. Cooke of 2687 Washington 
avenue and William Harris of 811 North 
Fifteenth street, who Murphy said had 
Sold him liquor; and Otto Preiss of 154%

After Caldwell had been released on 
bond he returned and reopened the club 
and was again arrested.

Policeman Murphy testified that he 
was detailed from headquarters to get 
evidence against the club. He spent 
four evenings there, from Jan. 10 to 13. 
He had no trouble, he said, in getting 
a “visitor's card,’’ which entitled him 
to spend his money for drinks. He 
Was not required to pay anything for 
the card. After he had become known 
as a good fellow among the frequenters 
of the place, he introduced to them Ar- 
chie Craig, a clerk in the Chief of De- 
tectives’ office. Craig was given a card 
and permitted to buy drinks. 

Many Actors Among Members. 

Attorney Boogher for the defense told 
Judge Tracy that the club counted 
among its members some of the most 
prominent theatrical persons of the 
country.

TRAINS CRASH IN 
FOG UPON TRESTLE 


One Man Injured in Rear-End 
Collision Near Merchants’

Justice O’Brien Says France 


Prepares for a Day of 
Wrath. 


From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 28,—From 
archdiocese in New York, known 
the largest Catholic diocese in 
world, was sent forth last night ‘‘a cry 
of protest to the French republic’’ 
against the oppression of the Catholics 
in France. More than 20,000 persons as- 
sembled in and around the Hippodrome 
in response to a call issued a week ago 
by a committee of 100. Scenes remark- 
able in character attendeg this first con- 
certed action of sympathy and moral aid 
from the Catholics of the United 
States for the church of France. 
meeting was heralded as voicing the 


verdict of all Catholics in this country. 

Its ruling spirit was the venerable 
Archbishop Farley. His lieutenants 
were men high in the councils of church 
and State. Its expression was tersely 
contained in a cablegram written by 
Archbishop Farley ina moment when 
the thousands in the Hippodrome were

Audience Gathers Early. 


As early as 6 O'clock the audience be- 
gun to assembie. Announcement of the 
mass meeting was made in all the 
Catholic churches of the diocese yester- 
day morning. ‘The Hippodroine has a 
seating capacity of 5200 in the main floor 
und gallerics. On the stage were pro- 
vided seats’ for 1000. Every seat was 
taken by 7:30 o'clock and it was esti- 
mated that, inclusive of those sianding, 
Jou persons were assembled when the 
dours were closed. 

Outside extended waiting lines of ap- 
plicants, standing five abreast, from the 
frunt entrance nurth and south on Sixth 
avenue and thence east on Forty-third 
and Forty-fourth streets to Fifth ave- 
nue.

St. Louis Blind School Gets 
$104,700, New Normals 
$302,000 Each,

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 28.~—The 
State institutions of Missouri. if th 
recommenuations of the Lezislative Vis- 
icing Committce are carried out, will 1e- 
ceive apprepriations eageregating $3,601,- 
759.75, Or one-third the entire revenue ot 
the State from all sources for two 
years. . 

The cummittee, in its report submitted 
this afternoon, recommends the creation 
of an insurance fund of $100,000 to carry 
the insurance on buildings of Stase ir 
stitutions and also recommends that the 
State empioy an expert accouniant to 
visit the institutions at intervals and 
check the books. 

‘The largest single appropriation is to 
the State University, which is to receive 
$623,500. The university first expressed 
a desire for an appropriation of $9,000,- 
000), bul later announced it wou!d be con- 
tent with $1,250,000. The School for the 
L°nd at St. Louis is to ree@ive $104,700. 

Leach of the new Stute normals, one 
at Springficld and the other at Mary- 
ville, will receive $302,000. Buildings 
must be erected at both schools, which 
were established by the last Legisia- 
ture. The appropriations recommended 
by the Visiting Committee two years 
ago aggregated $2,500,000 

The university is to be given $75,000 for 
a new phvsical laboratory. The toial 
revenue received by the State during the 
past two years amounted to $11,.220,813.37. 
This inelided the war claim of $475,000, 
which will not be ineluded in the re- 
ceipts of the next two years.

RICHARD WAGNER AND COSIMA VON BUELOW. 
ICHARD WAGNER, musical trouble maker, led a 
R troubled lite and had a troubled romance. In 1834, 
when he was 25 vears old, he married Wilhelm na 
Planer, a young actress at the Theater of Konigsberg, 
whither he had gone in the expectation of being mu- 
conductor. The engagement fell through, but he 
another and more advantageous engagement 
elsewhere. The marriage was unhappy, from the first, 
but from 1836 to iS61 the couple made a pretense of 
living together. Frau Wagner became an opium eater. 
All his life the musical Richard had been a fire eater, 
although, anomalous as it may sound, his favarite ele- 
ment was hot water, political and domestic, in which he 
the greater part of his life. Frau Wagner died 

Before that time Wagner had met the second 
and great love of his life, Cosima, daughter of Franz 
Liszt and wife uv’ Hans von Buelow. So fathered and 
it would seem that any ordinary woman would have been con- 
tent. But apparently Cosima and Richard were made for each other. At 
least they thought they were, and, What was more important, they convinced 
Von Buchiw. who agreed to a divorce, with the distinctly novel remark that 
he was glad indeed that anything of his should be deemed worthy of ac- 
ceptance by the master. This was ceftainly the greatest tribute ever paid to 
one musician by another. The result justified Von Buelow’s sacrifice. Wag- 
ner and his second wife were ideally happy. The most joyful music the 
great master ever composed is embodied in his opera, ‘‘Siegfried,”” and was 
written in celebration of the birth of his son, Siegfried. 

His second marriage, in making his life so much happier, did much to sub- 
due the irascibility of his temper, which was also modified by the tremendous 
success of his later years. His youth had been given to a long, fierce 
struegle for the recognition. that mediocrity finds so easily and a revolution-

When Wagner died his wife undertook to carry on hits wrork, and she is 
now the presiding genius and absolute arbiter of the music festivals at Bay- 
reuth.

HARLES KLEIN'S last play, “The Daughters of Men,” is a dramatic 

C plea for the brotherhood of man, It is a story of hate that preaches the 
gospel of love as the only remedy for that hatred. It is a play that ap- 

peals neither to the trust magnate nor to the workingman, but to the common 
sense of that middie class, which, from an  unprejudiced viewpoint, can see 
that the only way the two great opposing elements of society can ever be 
brought together is by concessions Om both sides, and the injection into the 


situation of enough, at least, of the golden rule to arouse the better feelings in 
the opposing factions. It is a stage sermon with the lines quoted above as the

lines of the play, in which an old-school capitalist “Damn it, let's be 
human.”’ 

That there was a wide diversity of opinion among the large audience which 
witnessed the opening performance at the Century Theater last night, as to the 
merits of the play as an entertainment, there is no doubt. There were undoubt- 
edly many who were also unable to find a cause for Mr. Klein's somewhat 
remarkable position on the labor question. Those who are thus mystified have 
but to read the author's article in the current number of the Cosmopolitan Mag- 
azine, in which he sets forth his religious opinions. He strongly voices the 
game sentiments in a brief conversation between the leading character in the 
play and the editor of a revolutionary newspaper. 

“You cannot bring the classes together by gunpowder,’ 
“The only plane upon which they can meet is the brotherhood of man.” 

And the reply of the agitator was: ‘There is no brotherhood of man, 

A large portion of the audience, while applauding the sentiment of the re- 
former, showed by their manner that they quite agreed with the other. 

“The Daughters of Men” was clearly written by an optimist. It seems per- 
fectly plain to him that the only differences between the so-called classes 
exists in their own beliefs. He says it in so many words in a scene between 
the daughter of the capitalist and the daughter of the working man, about 
whom the play is really built. 

The situation in which the thought is brought out is a striking one. Filled 
with hate for Grace Crosby, her patrician rival, Louise, the daughter of social- 
ism, has put her rival to the test of telling her purse-proud family that she is 
in the apartments of John Stedman, the reformer. Grace rises to the situation 
with a quiet dignity that silences the riotous anger of the other. So clear is 
her superiority made manifest that Louise is compelled to express her admira- 
tion in words that leave no doubt as to her sense of inferiority, declaring that 
the chasm between them—between the classes they represent—is as broad as 
the universe. It is in this reply of Grace that Mr. Klein voices his sentiment. 

“There is no chasm,” she declares, “except in your own false belief. There 
is no hatred in my heart. I want to be your friend, [ am your friend.” 

There is so much of truth in the utterance that, although but vaguely 
comprehended, the error is clearly made manifest. 

It is difficult to discuss this new play of Mr. Klein’s frorn the standpoint 
of a dramatic work. The problem with which it deals and the manner in 
which it is treated is of so much greater moment that the piece, as a purely 
dramatic structure, almost sinks into insignificance. From the stand- 
point of the man who goes to the theater solely to be entertained, it is safe 
to say that “The Daughters of Men” is not as strong in dramatic situa- 
tions as either “The Music Master” or “The Lion and the Mouse.” Its in- 
terest is sustained almost solely by the lines, which, it must be admitted, 
are “preachy” in the extreme. The author is clearly so full of his idea that 
the only way to settle the labor question is by the adoption of the golden 
rule, not in theory but in actual practice, that he never for one moment al- 
lows you to forget it. All of which is anything but absorbingly interesting 
to the man who goes to the theater solely to be entertained. There is, 
however, a well sustained love story in the play and there are a number of 
strong characterizations that are interesting as every day types, and these 
bits help to lighten what would otherwise be a rather heavy production. 

The story of “The Daughters of Men” can be told in few words. It is 
that of a young Westerner, of good family. who interests himself in the 
Hast in the labor problem. He meets and falls in love with the daughtef of a 
family of the very class against whom he !s working in the interests of 
the laboring man. Not only does the rich girl love him and defy her- family 
on his account, but he Is also loved bya girl of the other class. Outside of 
these two women, real daughters of men, he entirely misunderstood by 
both the laboring men and the capitalists, and it is his efforts to make 
himself un@erstood that furnighes the groundwork of the story. 

It is regretable to state that the company appearing at the Century this 
week falls just a little short of the demands made upon it. This is not 
saying that there are not a number of good actors In the company, but in 
Several leading parts the company is Weak: so weak in fact, that there are 
times ‘when the presentation partakes largely of the character of the stren- 
uous melodrama. The notable strength of the cast is found in Miss Marie 
Shotwell, who essays the part of the patrician daughter: tn the work of 
Frank Brownlee as James Burress, the selfish labor agitator. and in the 
work of Walter 8S. Craven as Richard Milbank. the old-time capitalist. who 
believes in a ‘little sentiment, a little concession and a little common 
sense.” The weak spots are in the work of George. W. Howard as the 
former, whose lines and not his acting carry the part; and in the portrayal 
of Louise Stolbeck, the daughter of the people, by Miss Dorothy Donnelly. 

‘While Miss Donnelly is captivating in her lighter moods, she overacts in 
those scenes where she attempts toportray the deepr_ feelings of the 
Pe: heart. The particularly good bits of character work were by Carl Ahrendt 
y as Stolbeck and Margaret Drew as Mrs. Reginald Crosby. As a matter 
of fact. the comedy of the play is almost extraneous to. the real subject and 
is solely of use as foil for the problem.
